tion at public expense continues un- 


abated. 

Newspaper bureaus are deluged daily 
withireams of printed and typewritten 
matter exploiting and frequently mis- 
activities 
and glorifying the alleged achieve- 
ments of administration officials in 
the manner best suited to promote 
Democratic campaign purposes. 

The same matter is mailed at govern- 
ment expense daily to thousands of 
peoplé whose names are on the depart: 
mental maiiing lists, many of whom 
testify to receiving anywhere from one 
to ten copies of the «nme document, 
all separately addressed. — 

Wasting Paper by the Ton. 

While congress is considering meas- 
ures for conserving print paper, of the 
shortage and high price of which pub- 
lishers aré complaining, the adminis- 
tration is wasting paper by the ton on 
propaganda periodicals and mimeo- 
Sraphed publicity, 75 per cent of which 
is Consigned to the wastebusket as soon 
as received, | 
Of course, it would be unfair to 
brand all administration publications 
as either valueless ur pernicious. Many 
of them, issued regularly by various 
bureaus under previous administra- 
tions as well as this one, are infoima- 
tive, and many of the mimeographed 
statements are of aid in furnishing vcr- 
batim texts of official orders and sta- 
tistical details. 
Toc propaganda literature and ) ress 
agent mimeographing huve been devel- 
oped under the ‘istration 
in promotion of the general plan of 
suppression of public information un- 
der the guise of “ pitiless publicity.” 

Keep Lid on Bureau Information. 

Time was when it was possible to 
obtain public information from any b"- 
reau of the government. After Mr. 
Wilson became president the bureau 
chiefs wefe muzzled, on pain of dis- 
hissal, and information was dispensed 
by department heads only. Askeé for 
information, the department head 
would have to inform himself from his 
bureau chief. Then he would issue a 
Satement containing so much of the 
information as was deemed innocuous.

Pressed for seven years.

CHICAGO GIRL’S 
FIANCE SLAIN 
_ DEFENDING HER 


Secretary of Britten Is 
_ Attacked by Negro. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., May 23.—[{Spe- 
cial.]—Miss Pearl Clark, private sec- 


ten of Chicago, was robbed and T. 
Morgan Moore of Alexandria, Va., to 
whom she was engaged to be mar- 
ried, was killed by William H. Tur- 
ner, a Negro, early this morning. The 
attack took place near the bridge op- 
posite the national capital horse show 
grounds. Moore and Miss Clark, who 
were motoring in from the Alexandria 
pike, had stopped the car near the 
bridge and were about to start for 
Washington when the Negro emerged 
from the bushes aleng the roadway 
and, covering them with a. revolver, 
demanded money. 
Moore Shot Dead. 

Moore refused the demand, and as 
the Negro turned the revolver on him 
seized his own revolver from the door 
pocket, leaped from the car, and fired 
at the robber, wounding him in the 
right hand and leg. The Negro re- 
turned the fire, and Moore fell dead 
in the roadway, shot through the 
heart. 

As e shots were exchanged, Miss 
Clark gprang screaming from the car. 
The Negro pursued her into the 
bushes. She gave up her watch and 
rings. As she was pleading with the 
murderer not to harm her, he suddenly 


the watch and rings. 

As Miss Clark ran toward the 
bridge she met ‘an automobile party 
which, on hearing the shots and 
screams, had hurried to the rescue. 
When they found nothing could be 
done for Moore, they dreve Miss Clark 
to police headquarters in Washington, 

Negro Confesses Murder. 

Detectives. from Washington and 
posses formed by the sheriff and 
deputies of Alexandria joined in 
searching for the Negro, who was cap- 
tured at 2:30 this morning. He con- 
fessed and pleaded to be protected 
from mob violence. He is held in the 
jail at Alexandria county courthouse 


trict of Columbia lines. 

Early in the day a mob of more than 
one thousand gathered about the jail. 
There were a fev demands shouted 
for the -delivery of the Negro, and 
some threats of lynching.. A report 
that cavalry from Fort Myer was on 
the way caused the mob to disperse. 
It had made no attempt at violence. 
Later it developed that the sheriff had 
requested the Fort Myer commandant 
to “send some one to keep me com- 
pany, as I’m all alone.” -Two cavalry- 
men were sent him. Late tonight there 
had been no reports of further vio- 
lence. 

Prostrated from grief and _ shock, 
but otherwise uninjured, Miss .Clark 
is under the care of physicians at her 
apartment in Rutland courts. She will 
be taken to Agpaneria tomorrow to 
identify Turner. 

Britten Lauds Moore. 

“It is a dreadful thing,” Repre- 

sentative Britten said today. “ Miss 
Clark has been my secretary for more 
than two years, and is liked and re- 
spected by every one who knows her. 
This has been a frightful shock to 
her. Moore was a fine fellow. -He 
was an expert on naval torpedoes, and 
was employed at the naval torpedo 
plant at Alexandria. He was about 
35 years old, a widower with a little 
daughter. I did not know positively 
that they were engaged, but r knew 
Moore wanted to be.” 
Miss Clark said she and Moore had 
been engaged, but had made no an- 
nouncement, as no definite date had 
been set for their marriage. 


MOTHER HEARS OF TRAGEDY. 
Miss Clark’s Chicago home was with 
her parents at 2342 West Superior 
street. Mrs. Clark received a telegram 
from Representative Britten assuring 
her that Miss Clark was uninjured and 
would arrive home tonight. 

Miss Clark has been secretary to 
Representative Britten for two years. 
Prior to that time she was a stenog- 
rapher at the Michigan avenue offices 
of the American Steel foundries. 
“My daughter was in Washington 
during the race rioting and had some 
terrible experiences,” Mr- Clark said 
last night. “ She was very much 
afraid of Negroes, and I feel she must 
have suffered a severe nervous shock 
when her fiancé was killed.

RIFLE 
FROM AMBUSH 
BREAKS MIRROR 


Attacks Come After 
Death Threats. 


Two separate attempts to assassinate 
State’s Attorney Hloyne were made yes- 
terday. 

Both times rifle shots were fired into 
the state’s attorney's residence at 5136 
Blackstone avenue. 

On the second attempt the would-be: 
assassin sent a rifle bullet into a room 
on the top floor of the house, smash- 
ing a mirror in a dresser, narrowly 
missing Francis J. Hoyne, the prose 
cutor’s 15 year old son, a pupil of the 
Kenwood High school. 

For weeks Mr. Hoyne has been re- 
ceiving vatening letters. Some were 
signed “The Black Hand.” They 
threatened death, burning his house, 
divers calamities. Hoyne paid no at- 
tention to them, believing they were 
scent by cranks. 


‘First Shot Is Fired. 

It was 4 o'clock yesterday morning 
when the first rifle bullet smashed 
through the window in the top floor 
room. It was the only room in the 
house which was lighted. 

The shade was down. Young Hoyne, 
who strikingly resembles his father, 
was in the room. His silhouette was 
paved thrown upon the shade, and 

he crack of the rifle was heard. The 
boy snapped out the light 

Mr. and Mrs. Hoyne heard the shot, 
and entered the room. The bullet was 
found imbedded in the wall. They de- 
cided it was only a stray bullec that 
had found ‘its mark by accident. It 
was not until the second bullet was 
fired that Mr. Hoyne was convinced the 
shots were intended for him. 


Second Attempt Made. 
It was 8:30 in the evening when the 
would-be slayer made his second at- 
tempt. 
Francis was sitting at a desk at the 
far end of the room—which faces the 
east. The shades were down on the 
two windows to the north, but the 
shade of the south window was up. 
Francis’ profile could easily be seen 
from a window in a vacant house 
across the street and a little to the 
south of the Hoyne residence. As he 
sat, facing the desk, the light fell over 
his shoulder. 

A man in the window of that empty 
house, seeing him in the glare of that 
light, might easily mistake him for 
his. father. 

| Father Is Absent. 

He was reading. His mother and 
her maid were on the floor below. His 
father was out. The house was quiet. 

Then came the report of the rifle, 
the crash of the window pane, and the 
breaking of the mirror. Possibly the 
window pane had deflected the course 
of the bullet. It is impossible, experts 
says, to send a bullet accurately 
through a sheet of glass. At any rate 
the bullet struck just a few feet back 
of young Hoyne’s head. 

Francis snapped out the light again, 
as he had done on the first occasion. 
And then he ran across the room and 
pulled down the blind. His mother 
and the maid came running upstairs, 
white-faced, trembling. 

This time, they knew, there had been 
no accidentaP discharge of a weapon, 
but the evidence of a deliberate plot 


to kill. 


Hoyne Hurries Home. 


The state’s attorney was reached by 
telephone. He hurried home. He got 
in touch with his secretary, George T. 
Kenney, and with Lieut. Mahoney and 
Sergt. Burns of the Hyde Park station. 
The station, by the way, is only a block 
and a half from the Hoyne residence. 
Lieut. Michael Hughes and Sergt. 
Patrick Roche of the detective bureau 
and some of the state’s attorney's bwn' 
detectives also were summoned, : 
They ¢ealculated that the bullet mus 
have been fired from one of two places 
—either from the narrow portice just 
outside the three windows on the top 
floor, or from the ‘house across th‘ 
way. 

It is evident the man with the rifle 
had watched the movements of the 
policeman on the beat, Joseph Logs- 
don. Logsdon passed the Hoyne resi- 
dence at 3 o’clock Sunday morning. 
The first bullet Was fired after he 
passed and was out of hearing. The 
second bullet was fired five minutes 
before Logsdon was due to arrive. 

, Examine Vacant House.

GERMANY’S PLOT 
IN U.S. IN 1915 
BARED IN BERLIN 


Washington Role. 


BERLIN, May 23.—[{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.J—‘If you succeed in 
measurably restricting American de 
liveries of war materials to the en- 
tente until the end of 1915, we will 
in all probability have won the war:” 

Gen. von Falkenhayn, then chief of 
the German general staff, wrote this to 
Capt. Franz von Papa, German mili- 
tary attaché at Washington, in the 
spring of that year. 


Submitted by Von Papen in a recent 
hearing before a parliamentary com- 
mission, was amplified by him to the 
exent that he directed his efforts to 
this end. 

First Time Made Public. 

Capt. von Papen at the time was 
sécretly examined by the national as- 
sembly commission, which also heard 
Count von Bernstorff, the former Ger- 
man ambassador to the United States; 
his evidence is only now made public. 

Van Papen declared that he was of 

the same opinion politically as Von 
Bernstorff with respect to the Ameri- 
‘can situation, and so informed Gén. 
von Falkenhayn when he returned 
after his recall from Washington. 
“Tf you do not succeed in keeping 
the United States out of the enemy 
coalition, you will have lost the war,’ 
Von Papen informed the chief of staff. 
Hie added that tremendous material 
and moral assets were at the disposal 
of America. 

“ But,” continued Von Papen, “ these 
were so imperfectly appraised here I 
deemed it necessary to enlighten Ger- 
man public opinion concerning them.” 


Wanted to Enlighten Editors. 

The military attaché obtained the 
consent of Von Jagow, foreign secre- 
tary, to appear before the German edi- 
tors for the purpose of informing them 
on the German attitude, but Maj. 
Nicoll, chief of the press and espionage 
division of the general staff, opposed 
the plan. | 

After detailing the plans to secure a 
corner in war materials in the United 
States, control factories, divert labor, 
and prevent munitions from reaching 
the entente, Von Papen said that the 
theft of Dr. Albert's portfolio contain- 
ing outlines of the scheme brought the 
secret into the entente’s possssion. — 
In the course of further evidence, 
Von Papen touched upon the alleged 
unneutral attitude of official quarters 
in Washington, the American courts 
and political circles, and declared that 
the British military attache was per- 
mitted to operate unmolested and 
given the support of official quarters 
and the American secret service. 


Found Gen. Woed Frank. 

“General Wood once asked me to 
call on him at Governor's island,” 
Von Papen testified. “He was very 
cordial and smilingly told me: ‘Several 
persons have called on me and given 
me a detailed plan of the plot which 
you, captain, are supposed to have 
worked out. The scheme provides for 
the landing of German U-boats at New 
York, which would then proceed’ to 
blow up the subway tunnels and the 
city’s water mains. We have your 
complete plans; where you propose to 
place your explosives and what points 
you will attack. Complete evidence is 
in my possession. You may see it if 
you are interested.’ 
“We did not waste a single word 
over the matter. But the incident 
shows the methods used against us at 
the time.” | 


BRITISH TO FEED

So Carranza is out of the way and another revo- 
lution is approaching the end of its cycle—perhaps. 
In Mexico revolutions are real revolutions. They 
Keep on revolving. They end where they began, so 
far as Mexico is concerned. Mexico is like a cart 
with its axles raised so its wheels revolve freely 
in the air while the cart stays where it is. Private 
fortunes rise and fall, ambitious individuals whirl 
siddily on the rim and are finally cast off, the wise 
ones like Diaz into prosperous exile, the foolish 
ones, like poor Madero and pig-headed Don Venus- 
liano, into their graves. But Mexico remains 
bout where she was a century ago, except where 
the invading white man has thrust his benefi 
upon her. 

Under Diaz a foundation was laid for modern 
material progress, but that was arrested by the 
restoration of the normal political activities of 
Mexico, which are coups d’état, revolts, and revolu- 
tions. In this period the Américan government 
dded new complications by following notions hav- 
ng nothing to do with the facts of the Mexican 
problem. We have repeatedly intervened with 
‘orce, direct or indirect, while vowing we would 
ne’er consent to intervene; we have fought futilely 
ind interfered without result; we have threatened 
without purpose; we have given ground without 
‘eason; we have refused to protect our citizens by 
the only effectual means, and we have earned for 
what we would pass off as magnanimity the 
ieeper distrust and hostility of the Mexican people. 
After years of unprecedented restraint, so far as 
horough, resolute, consistent action 1s concerned, 
ve contrived to make insolence and hostility to 
America and Americans an asset to every politician 
ar enough south of the Rio Grande to be out of 
each of a troop of regulars. 

This sanguinary imitation of policy was the prod- 
ict of ignorance and intellectual false pride, sup- 
»orted by sentimentalism and encouraged by the 
ndifference of the public. But we may note also 
he fact that a good many pious gentlemen, who 
‘robably had substantial minted reason for preach- 
og the noninterventionist doctrine, are principal 
harers in the responsibility for our humiliating 
nd destructive course of action and inaction. 

We pray this chapter of our history will soon be 
nded. What is immediately to follow in Mexico 
ve cannot predict in the concrete.

Concerning Heroes. 
[St. John Ervine in the Manchester Guardian.] 


Many months ago there was an account of a con- | 


versation which the writer of it had with some 
Canadian soldiers on the subject of English litera- 
ture. The soldiers said that certain classical 
authors, ‘‘particularly Dickens and Thackeray,” 
ought to be scrapped because they wrote only of 
heroes who “can’t earn their own livelihood and 
spend nearly all their time hanging after some old 
woman to get her money.” They added to this con- 
demnation of English authors in general—and most 
authors of whatever nationality—a particular con- 
demnation of Thackeray on the ground that “there 
are only two heroes in” his books “ who have some 
sort of a job.” 

This curious criticism of English lteratuy« by 
the Canadian soldiers came back to my mini tamly 
when I was traveling from Cincinnati to Toronto. 
I had to change trains at Detroit, and in order to 
pass the time of waiting between the arrival of the 
train from Cincinnati and the departure of the 
train for Toronto I bought a popular Amemncan 
magazine and read it. I was impressed by the fact 
that the hero of each of the stories, oddly similar 
in form and theme, was a business man so closely 
engrossed in his work that he had no time for the 
consideration of anything but the problems of his 
employment.

CANCER—WHAT GOES 


BEFORE... 
ANCER nearly always gives warn- 
ing. Rarely does it come like 
lightning from a clear sky. In 
practically every case there is 
some sign by which a man may know 
that cancer is on the way and at a time 
when cure is certain and easy. 

The mildest of all cancers are those 
of ‘the skin, particularly those which 
come on the face of elderly people. They 
Start in scaly patches, scabs, senile 
warts, and growths of that character. 

The rule is that such growths are pres- 
ent for months or years before they be- 
come malignant. They can be easily 
cleaned up with X-rays, radium, or car- 
bonic acid snow. If such growths be- 
come 
easily cured cancers, not likely to cause 
death except where they have been badly 
neglected or wrongly treated. 

The cancers which develop from moles, 
on the other hand, are very malignant. 
The time to look after such potential 
|} cancers is before they occur, because of 


has come about. The moles with hairs 
are less dangerous than the hairless 
kind. 

The mole to look out for is the one 
located where it is subject to irritation, 
as from the razor in shaving or from 
rubbing by the collar or some other 
clothes band. While not one mole in 
a thousand will devélop into cancer, it Is 
good judgment to remove all moles 
which are subject to repeated irrita< 
tions. | 

Birthmarks and wens rarely serve as 
a basis for cancer. | 
In a bulletin on “ The Early Diagnosts 
of Cancer,” E. A. Martin of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri says 2 per cent of all 
the skin diseases treated by members 
of the American Dermatological asso- 
ciation are cancers. 
Cancer of the lip is always preceded 
by small ulcers, cracks, or blisters, which 
persist for months. If smoking is the 
cause a small, dark’ brown depression 
at the area where the cigar or pipe is 
held precedes the cancer for several 
months. 
In cancer of the mouth there its a 
history of some forerunner. Ofttimes 
it is a‘sore area due to a sharp corner 
on a tooth, or a broken tooth, dma badly 
fitting plate, something which the den- 
tist could have remedied easily. Or it

NO CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS 
IN LEGION.

In 
numerous articles in your column they 
have stated that the so-called objectors 
are barred from membership in the Le- 
gion. If an objector, I presume a man’s 
discharge would read so. FF. J. 

Article 4 of the American Legion national 
constitution, which is the article pertaining 
to eligibility, rules that no person shall be 
entitled to membership who, being in the 
army, navy, or marine corps of the United 
States during the period between April 6, 
1917, and Noy. 11, 1918, inclusive, refused, 
on conscientious, political, or other grounds, 
to subject himself to military discipline or 
unqualified service. 

Briefly, the privilege of belonging to the 
American Legion is afforded only to those men 
who proved their Americanism by serving 
their country in time of ite emergency.

To be a Circuit 
court judge the man must be 30 years | 
old and a practicing lawyer and resi- 
dent of Illinois for five years. He will 
have a circuit of several counties, as at 
present. 

Hach county will have a District. 
court, with jurisdiction over all County, 
Probate, and City court matters. in 
eounties with less than 40,000 inhabi- 
tants the District court will “ have con- 
current jurisdiction with the Circuit 
court in eriminal cases below the grade 
of felony and in common law cases 
where the amount involved does not 
exceed $3,000, exclusive of interest and 
costs.” 

Fix Day for Appeals. 

This District court shall always be 
open for the transaction of business, 
and the first Monday of each month 
shal! be return day for process or ap- 
peal to said court from the justices of 
the peace.

Most gardeners are familiar with 
the two classes of cucumbers, the 
slicers and picklers. The former is for 
use during the summer; the latter is 
stored for winter use. The slicer is 
the one most commonly planted in the 
small back yard garden where there 
is room for only a few hills. They are 
meatier, have fewer seeds, and are 
larger than the picklers. 

For picklers you want a smaller cu- 
cumber. They are more prolific than 
slicers, producing more on a single 
vine. Of. course, they must be picked 
as soon as they reach the desired size. 
Do not pull them off, but cut the stem 
with a knife. If allowed to remain on 
the vines too long, the cavity becomes 
large and the seeds hard. There are 
varieties that may be used for both 
slicing and pickling. The white spine 
cucumber of the Arlington strain is a 
good slicing variety. 

Probably no garden vegetable re- 
sponds so well in rich soil as the eu- 
cumber. The richer the better. Cu- 
cumbers on rich soil mean quick 
growth, and they are more likely to 
escape the ravages of bugs. 
it does fairly well in a variety of soils. 

Four or five hills will furnish enough 
cucumbers for a good sized [famiiy, 
unless some are to be pickled. Plant 
them in hills six feet apurt. Plant 
aout ten or twelve seeds in a hill and 
thin them later, but don’t crowd them.

PUBLIC JOLTED

[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT } 

Washington, D. C., May 23.—[Spe- 
cial.J—An analysis of alleged profi- 
teering in flour, filed with the United 
States railroad labor board by W. Jett 
lauck, consulting economist of the 
railroad brotherhoods, states that war- 
time profits absorbed one-third of tee 
price paid by the consumer for a bar- 


this margin was chargeable to profi- 
teering. 


“The actual cost of producing a 


barrel of flour in 1917, including in- 
terest, freight, and other expenses of 
miller, was only $8.60,’ the report 
says. “For this the consumer was 
forced to pay at least $14.50. Had the 
miller, jobber, wholesaler, and retailer 
been content with reasonable mar- 


with so many extortionate profits in 
passing from the miller through the 
various distributing agencies, that the 
ultimate cost to the consumer was 
more than $3 in excess of a reasonable 
selling price. 

“Prior to the war, the millers’ 
profit of 13% cents a barrel assured a 
liberal return of 12 per cent on iIn- 
vegted capital. Under government 
supervision during the war, the mill- 
ers were permited to make almost 
poten this profit, or 25 cents a barrel, 
but during the year ending June $30, 
1917, the millers had been actually 
averaging 52 cents a barrel, while one 
mill showed returns for a period of 
six months of $2 a barrel.”
